COLUMBUS — Ohio's state em- 


ployes Thursday had won a long and

Thursday morning when the house 
passed the state employes salary bill 
previously passed by the senate. 


The bill provides increases to all 


employes now receiving under $2,- 
400. Some will receive $30 a month 
increase, others only $10, 


Employes in 
state 
institutions 


that have their board and lodging 
provided, get a $10 a month increase. 


Civil engineers in all the state de- 


partments now receiving $2,400 a 
year, get a $50 a month increase and 
engineers under $2,400 a 
920 
in- 


crease 
The bill further provides that the 


money for the increase of salaries 
be placed in the hands of the con- 
trolling board and allotted to the 
various state departments. 
If the 


head of a department does not make 
the required raise, the controlling 
board is authorized to 
do it 
and 


charge tho amount to that particu- 
lar department 


The senate passed a bill Thursday 


morning, increasing the salary of 
the state superintendent of public 
instruction from $4,000 to $7,500.
